ber existed at the time. In return, Waring promised 
Sweeney a copy of the orchestration. I'wo years 
ago the orchestration was sent to the University 
and has since been pigeonholed. Yesterday Dr. 
Harmon, director of the Glee Club, who now has 
possession of the orchestration, said that he would 
cooperate with Leon Brusiloff, band director, in 
making use of the 16 piece orchestration this year. 
And so we may expect to see this gift to the Uni- 
versity used after several years' delay. 

But to limit the use of this music to University 
units seems to us unfortunate. The ideal situation 
would be to have available printed orchestrations 
of "The Buff and Blue" and other George Wash- 
ington songs. 'I'hese could be given to local or 
transient bands and orchestras so that the University 
songs might be used throughout the country. Too 
often we listen to other college songs played where 
ours might have been included had music been 
available.

^HERE is a tendency on the part of many organ- 
izations on this and any other campus to exist 
and function according to rather loose principles 
that have been handed down under the general 
heading of "tradition."

OTdtlC? 

Ideal Sacrifleed 

That ideal has been aacrlAced to 
an alarming degree. The over- 
shadowing of in.'clleclual advance- 
ment by football, as for instance, 
an important scientific discovery' 
that makes the front page for two 
days and is eclipsed by far by 
reams of sports copy, is definitely 
not a movement toward an Intel- 
lectual ideal. It may, perhaps, be 
a movement toward the practical 
development of the university. 

It does not seem that the intel- 
lectual ideal must be divorced from 
the democratic process, for there is 
nothing more democratic than the 
ability to think. To recognize and 
act upon that principle is a pro- 
found purpose of durable demo- 
cracy. 

That there are serious flaws in 
the system of American educa- 
tion cannot be denied, and that 
commercialized, competitive inter- 
collegiate football ranks near the 
top of the list is evident It is further 
evident that If any progress is to 
be made in clearing up such con- 
ditions. the entire background 
must be outlined, and the factors 
effecting the two questions sug- 
gested earlier— the , relation of 
spectacular football to the univer- 
sity. and the financing of it— must 
be reviewed from the local as well
